In 


Laconia Officers Bring Him Back To 


New 


BOSTON, Oot. 28 —Charles F. Pray, 


formerly of Ea«t Tilton, N. H., who 
was arrested here by Laconia officers 
last night, left for the New Hampshire 
city today, as a witness in the case of 
George Hurllmrfc, who was found dead 
under suspicions circumstances ia the 
town of Belmont, not far from Tilton. 
Fray's exact connection with the case is 
not known to the Boston officers, as 
they simply located him for the New 
Hampshire officers on clues that had 
beeu furnished them. It is said that a 
woman with whom Pray had been keep 
ing company in Tilton left the town 
right after the discovery of Hurlburt's 
body and that Fray soon wont away, 
too. 
The woman's mail was forwarded 


to Boston and by this cine the New 
Hampshire authorities found her and 
also located Pray, whe was living with 
her here. Pray declares that he knows 
nothing about Hurlburt's death. 


ANOTHER FREIGHT WRECK. 


WALTHAM, MASS , Oct. 28.—The sec 


ond freight wreck on the Fitchburg 
division of the Boston &. Maine rail 
road within a week, occurred this after- 
noon, but fortunately 
nobody was 


killed, although two men wt>re elightly 
injured and seven oars and a locomotive 
were badly damaged. V. A. Barnes, 
li reman, oi Fitch burg, received quite a 
cut over one eye, and Janieb Livingston, 
head brakeman on one tram, suffered a 
bad fracture of the elbow. Both trains 
were eastbound. The front one had 
stopped at Roberts' crossing, to take ou 
some oars of crushed stone from the 
Biding. Those oars were just about to 
be coupled on to the part of the train 
that had been left standing on the main 
line,| and 
the flagman hud 
been 


called in, when the other 
freight 


crashed into the rear of the train. 


WARFARE IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


MANILA, Oct. 28 —Near Loco, recent- 


ly, a detachment from the Twentieth 
<iod Tweuty ninth infantry, under Oapt 
Beigler, was attacked by fonr hundred 
rebels, armed with rifles, commanded 
bj a white man whose nationality the 
Americans did, not kmw. More than 
seventy-five of tbe insurgents were 
killed, the fight lasting for two hours, 
while Capr. Beigler and three of his 
men were slightly wounded and two 
Americans killed. On the 2ith, a de- 
tachment made tip of men from tbe 
Third cavalry and the Thirty-third vol- 
uuteer infantry was attacked by four 
hundred riflemen and 1000 bolomen 
and after a heroic fight were forced by 
tbe overwhelming r umbers of the ene- 
my to retire on Nurvioan. Lieut. Fel 
siger and fonr men were killed and 
nine wounded, and four are missing. 
Ifc is believed that the rebels lost 150 
They captured some teamsters, but did 
not keep them. A barge being towed 
to Arayat was attacked by 150 rebels 
led by D*vid G Fagin, a deserter from 
the Twenty-fourth infantry. A com 
pany of the Twenty-fourth went out 
and recaptured it. Fogln, who holds the 
rank of general in the insurgent ser 
vice, has special enmity against bis 
former company. Of twenty whom he 
captured, one has returned. One was 
killed in battle, his body being fright- 
fully mangled. Fagin sent a message 
to his former comrade*), threatening 
them with violence in case any of them 
fell into his bands 
It was Fugm who 


captured Lieut. Fred Alstaletter, who 
is still a prisoner. General Hall's ex 
pedition of about 800, which went into 
the mountains of Jttanangonan on a 
hunt for tbe rebel general, GailJos, al- 
tlougb it found no trace of him, suf- 
fered great hardships. Twenty Chin 
ese porters died and Jorty men were 
sent into the 'jo«i>i*%l. 
After leaving a 


garrison m Bunangouau, General Hall 
nud the rest of his force embarked on 
the traunport Qerronso, to return to 
Luzon.

Workingmcn Most Affected—Strong Pipe*

It isn't the cigarette, but the working- 


man's pipe that poisons most, according 
to Dr. Richard Mh's, who writes in Tho 
Medical Kecord on tho effect of tobacco on 
the ejes. Tho day laborer, who works out 
of doors and consumes great quantities of 
food and oxygen, has a stomach which is 
proof against the wiles olE, the strongest 
pipe. The cigarette smoker escapes bc- 


< niife his stomach gives out before bis op- 
tic nerve is in danger. Many a working- 
man liiuls, his vision becoming impaired! 
nud lays it to the advance of age when in, 
rcaliry the cause is a pipe that is neveri 
cleaned and black, juicy tobacco. The re-j 
stilts are the impossibility of reading and 
tlie presence of a haiy cloud that is ex- 
tremely annoying*, His central vision is 
so poor that he lias to turn his head from 
s'.ilo to bide to use tho outer parts of tho 
retina. The man is sure that ho can seo 
better at night, or at least tho haziness, is 
not so disagreeable then. Whisky so often 
is a contributing cause that the physician 
frequently is at a lobs whether to lay the 
inpairincnt of vision most to alcohol or to 
nicotine ijoi-=oning. Ill the majority of 
ca&os stopping tho use of tobacco aud tak- 
ing strychnine ou prescription will im- 
prove the conditipn of sight, if it does not 
restore the eyo entirely to its normal state. 


Dr. Ellis himself is a smoker, and ho 


snys: "The use of tobacco is indeed a great 
comfort. It satisfies a craving so well that 
perhaps a majority of tho inhabitants of 
the world worship at the throne of Kico- 
tlna. Of nothing elso is this true except- 
ing alcohol. If the real value of tobacco 
among all classes of men, especially tho 
workingmnn, tho soldier and the sailor, 
could be estimated, it would bo found to 
boot more \aluo than all tho nuggets of 
the Klondike." 


To the Sherwood Eyo infirmary in New 


York came recently a Bohemian who grad- 
ually bad been growing blind. His friends 
told him it was merely tho effect of ad- 
vancing years. Not until he had lost bib 
job as a stonecutter and was nearly blind 
did bo intiko up his mind to consult a doc- 
tor. 
"\Mien ho found out what the rciil 


trouble WHS, ho wns feurprlsed and prom- 
ised to uivo up the use of tobacco. Two 
weeks later ho said that bo had not 
smoked, but ho found chewing just as sut 
isfuctory. 
The doctor found, too, that 


chewing was Justus injurious. It was like 
tho man who promised to smoke less often, 
antl a month later said that ho smoked 
now only tbreo times a day, and showed 
his gigantic pipe, which ho hud hud uiadu 
to order. 


Weather Siena and Prognostications. 
So called "weather prophets" and other 


unnatural philosophers aro responsible foi 
.many amusing fancies that aro often ac- 
cepted as truths, even by educated people, 
such as that a flood follows two full moons 
in n month; that it is a portent of evil if 
the moon changes on a Saturday or a Sun 
day; that tho wind blows for a week from 
tho quarter in which the change of the 
moon takes place; that a "root crop" 
should be planted only on the wano of the 
moon, and grain when it waxes. But the 
number of such vagaries is legion. 


Doubtless quite as many believe; that it 


is a "sign of bad luck" to seo tho moon 
over tho left shoulder as those that consid- 
er the mottle on a breastbone of a goose 
an indication of a cold winter. 


Praying for rain has no doubt been in- 


dulged in since man llrst tilled tho soil— 
scratching the earth with rude implements 
of wood and stone. Even old Ijuoiun 
jocosely tells of the man who, having cut 
his grain, prayed for dry weather, while 
another implored Jupiter JJlu\ ius to send 
ruin upon his growing cabbages. 


As to tho alleged power of the moon to 


change atmospheric conditions of tho earth 
sufficient to affect the weather, it is only 
necessary to say that her rcllected heat 
can raise the temperature but twelvu-iull- 
liontbs of n degree, about equal to tho heat 
of a candle 24 feet away, and that the at- 
mospheric tides caused by the moon affect 
the barometric pressure only a few hun- 
drcdths of au inch. 


The clicking voice of Iho electric tele- 


graph is our best guide for atmospheric 
predictions, and The United St.iUis \vuuther 
bureau is constantly improving its meth- 
ods for greater accuracy and usefulness. 
In flue, w bile so called weather prophets 
may sometimes make a lucky guess, like 
the makers ot old thno fanners' almanacs, 
their claims for special acumen .are about 
on a par with those of tho Indian, medi- 
^ine man, working his incantations with 
frenzied dancing and rattling parapher- 
nalia.—Xcw York Times.

bo returned. Those who are unfamiliar 
with the pangs of toothache, who know 
nothing about neuralgia caused by defect- 
ive teeth and who have never suffered tho 
torments of the dentist's chair have been 
spared one-half the ills of, .life, .for from 
jhoso small innocent looking ivories tho 
ortures of hades may be kindled. It is a 
ilessing to have good teeth as a free gift. 
;t Is a greater boon to know how to- take 
caro of them. It is not too much to say 
;hat one-third of the people who are going 
ibout -vt-ith" store! teeth" or no teeth at all 
were not Intended by tho giver of all good 
.a bo thus afflicted. Ignorance, and. In 
some coses carelessness, pure and simple, 
.s the cause of their unhappinesss, for'BO 
other term can bo applied to their state of 
nind. Some one has said that a man 
never knows what hell is until ho wears a 
set of false teeth. They ai-e, however, a 
;ood makeshift for tho natural mastica- 
xjrs and by some can be worn with small 
iliscomfort, for there arc phlegmatic na- 
tures that would not complain though they 
.vero obliged to wear a shoo in their 
mouths. 


Within tho last ton years tho care of 


teeth has received more attention than 
previously. Dentistry has become a sci- 
ence, and teeth are being treated in a "scien- 
tific way. Tho days are quickly passing 
w hen a tooth is drawn. because it has a 
tendency to ache. People aro slowly be- 
ginning to find out that because a tooth 
does offend once in awhile it is not neces- 
sary to pluck it out, and they are begin- 
ning to value a molar as second in impor- 
tance only to a finger or a toe. 


There is still much to bo learned. The 


knowledge should not be loft to be ac- 
quired until oiw is old enough to reason 
out x-ause and effect for himself, for then 
it may bo too lato to remedy tho mistakes 
of early life. 
A dentist, though ho bo a 


master of his craft, cannot undo the mis- 
chief that the ignorance of youth has 
caused. At tho best be can but patch it 
up to prevent further trouble. 


Tho caro of the teeth should commence 


\\heu tho child's llrst tooth appears. Ixjng 
before tbo littlo ono can poscibly under 
stand tho ^aluo of tho small sharp things 
its mother should bo ou guard to wo that 
their llrst appearance is the correct ono. 
One of tho llrst lessons In caring lor its 
person which a child should learn is to 
brush its teeth. A ehikl of two jears 
ought to bo the possssorof a suitable tooth- 
brush and bo taught the daily use of it, 
just as it is taught to know that it.-, hair 
must bo brushed o\ery day or Its f.iee 
washed. 
AH readily will it learn tho ne- 


cessity of tbo ono as of tho other. Tem- 
porary teeth must decay and come out 
when the child rcache-j tho sixtbyt.tr, for 
tho permanent set has by this time begun 
to form and to push tho llrst tooth until it 
will eventually drop out itself. Hut these 
llrst teeth should be kept us lonn UH possi- 
ble, for they assist tho formation and 
growth of tho jaw. At tho ago of (\ yc;iri, 
tho llrsb permanent molar appears. It docs 
not displace any of this flmponu,-y tooth, 
and since it is ncM-r replaced by a second 
tooth it should bo &h en earo to preHorvo it. 
Many people do not know that this tooth 
which comes early in life bus no .second 
following it, and therefore when it begins 
to decay ami be troublesome it Is too oHen 
neglected until it has to be drawn. The 
appearance of tho second or permanent 
teeth should be carefully watclud. If they 
present an irregular apptr ir.tiue or h,i\e 
wide spaces between them, thoehild should 
bo put under a dentist's caro to ha\e them 
titruightoiiud. The process may tako a 
year, and it «is a painful one, but iti suc- 
cess generally pays for tho puin ar.tl ix- 
pcr.se. li'rom tho age of 12 to 17 years is 
tho best timctohuAo the teeth straight 
cued. It is possible to move them from 
1-240 to 1-200 of an inch in 21 hours. 


It is u comfort to know t hat t lie greatest. 


amount of dentistry is done before ono 
reaches the age of IK). If the teeth uru 
sound nnd Kood until that tiuu', tin: 
chjinoos an; that, one inny go through lifo 
with the comfort and satisfaction of wear- 
ing one's natural teeth. It is a ti-uisin in 
dentistry that teeth will not decay if they 
aro kept perfectly clenn, so it follows tint 
one must culthiito cleanly habits if they 
would reach old ago retaining all nature'^ 
gifts. 


Sinco there are 2H different kind* of 


germs that Jnfcst the mouth to uiu--e de- 
cay in the teeth it is \ery necessary to list) 
watchfulness to guard against their rav- 
ages. Some disinfectant should bo u-ed 
daily. Washing the mouth with listerine 
is-good. Tincture of myrrh is reeom;ncml- 
ed and a wiish of boi-olyptol is mid to bo 
helpful. Teeth should be brushed regular- 
ly every morning and night and a daily 
use of dental lloss may be needed for t< et'h 
that grow very close together.—Buffalo 
Express.

Different Effoctt of * Be»rd. Upon the 


Voice r>«M>rlbed by a Specialist. 


The Church Economist has been discuss- 


ing the effect of a beard on tho voice, and 
in a recent issue it qiwtos a well known 
throat and voice specialist as follows: 


"The effect will depend largely upon tho 


Individual. If tho speaker has naturally 
a thick voice which ho uses badly, a sruall 
amount of obstruction will moko itself 
apparent. If ho has a clear, penetrating 
voice, the effect of a moderate* amount of 
obstruction may not bo noticeable, al- 
though it would certainly exert some in- 
fluence, greater or less, upon the carrying 
power and resonance of. the (one. 
' ' A mustache will interfere in proportion 


to the amount of spaco-which it encroaches 
in the neighborhood of tho middle of tho 
mouth. Thus, a mustache trimmed to the 
margin of tho upper lip, or one rolled 
from tho middle of tho lip so as to be free 
of tho margin of tho lip, however long it 
might bo at tho ends, would not interfere. 
A drooping mustache, on tho other hand, 
especially where it covers tho middlo of 
tho mouth, is a great hindrance to tho 
proper emission of sound. The presence 
of but a few hairs in this situation may 
materially modify the tone waves and-irn- 
p«ir their effect. 


Anything better calculated to defeat 


tho object of tho speaker than a speech 
mumbled through a drooping mustache 
with the head bent dowmx ard could hard- 
ly bo imagined. The robin is au admir- 
able example for tho minister to follow. 
When he sings, ho perches himself on a 
twig, breast well out, head up, bill opened 
wide and pours forth — ' throws out, ' as the 
voico culturist would say — his lovely littlo 
melody. 


"Surely common sense should bo the 


leading rule for a public speaker in this 
and other matters.

FREAKS OF THE WIND. 


Btra>«e Thine* Done l»y 8e» Br««Mi 


That Puule Old. S»tlor*. 


Those persons whose lives are passed 


on the sea witness many strange pranks 
of the wind, nnd sometimes it seems as 
though it goes perfectly mad. 


As a rule, n, breeze is steady, but often 


in summer weather by the sea you will 
totice ruflling the water two strips of 
wind within a few yards of each other 
running in opposite directions. 
Then, 


again, a breeze will tear along, cutting 
the water up till it runs full tilt into" a 
stronger breeze coming the other way 
and will be overthrown by it. Then the 
two join and tear back over the path of 
the first one. 


Sviicn this happens on a strong, windy 


day, as it sometimes does in summer, the 
damage to shipping is terrific. 


Two yoars ago it was blowing a fresh 


summer gale on the Maine coast. Sud- 
denly a brig, which was running free, 
with the wind right behind her, came up- 
on a wall of white water ahead, and the 
crew saw that a sudden shift of wind had 
brought the gale right on top of them. 
The new wind, sweeping tbe other back, 
struck the ship full in the face, so to 
speak, and as ehe wns lightly laden—"in 
ballnst," us it is called—she was turned 
head over heels and made a back somer- 
sault. Then the masts gave way, nnd the 
brig filled and sank. Four of the crew 
were rescued by a steamer which, though 
phe had been traveling nt 11 miles an 
hour, wns stopped almost dead' by the 
change of wind. The gale had been blow- 
ing from the southwest when it ran into 
the other gale coming from the northeast. 
That frenk of wind dismasted 12 ships 
and sank five, besides one or two pleas- 
ure boats full of excursionists. 


A rare nnd strange occurrence is the 


"ground wind" that blows hard along the 
surface, but fails altogether n little way 
up. Recently a large public sailing craft 
on the Pacific const was tearing along 
with as much wind as she could stand, 
while a sailor 30 feet up the mnst showed 
there was not enough wind there to blow 
out n little flag he wns holding, though 
the wondering passengers on deck hnd 
hard work to keep their hats on. One or 
two of them, refusing to believe in the 
"freak," were nllowed to climb up and 
see for themselves, and they, too, found 
there wns hardly a breath of wind a few 
yards up the mnst. It only happens in 
the height of summer, when winds are 
much more changeable and shifty than at 
any other time. 


You hnve heard perhaps of an "Irish- 


man's hurricane," straight up nnd down 
the mast. This is slnng for a dead calm; 
but there really are such things—especial- 
ly In hot weather and a cloudy sky—as 
Htrongsriualls blowing straight down from 
the heavens strike the sea or earth like 
a falling board. This happened on the At- 
lantic not very long ago, a squall sud- 
denly descending from a cloud—clouds nl- 
wnyfl bring puffs of wind with them— 
and struck the sea like n smack from an 
an open hand. It astonished everybody 
consiclernbly, for this is n "freak" gener- 
ally confined to the tropics and very 
rare. But the downward squall was nn- 
mistnkable, for it forced two very deep 
loaded boats bodily under water nnd 
nearly capsized a good many more. The 
same thing occurred near Llantludno, 
whore several bathing tents were flnt- 
toned out on the sand.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

the Taste Is Far From Genuine. 


" The most singulai- thing I saw while 


in Paris," said a gentleman who has jnst 
returned from Europe, "wns artificial oys- 
ters.. I don't mean what arc called mock 
oysters—that is, meat done up in n patty 
or a potpic—but the real bivalve intended 
to servo raw. 
And ns far as looks go you 


would say at a glance that they were genu- 
ine American oysters, but when you came 
to cat one the difference would be percepti- 
ble nt once. How they arc made and what 
materials are used in their manufacture arc 
a mystery which I did not solve, but it is 
certain that a great deal of money is made 
by tho producers. 
The usual prico paid 


for thcso artificial oysters is 3 cents each, 
or 80 cents a dozen, and sometimes, in 
tho second class restaurants, they arc to 
bo had for 2 cents each, though they are 
not apt to bo very fresh at that price. You 
order a plate on tho half shell, nnd when 
tho waiter brings them to you they look 
as nice ns the real oyster that you get in 
tho best New York oyster house. If. yon, 
arc not a good judge of oysters, you will 
eat them with your wine and go away 
without asking any questions. 
"The only really genuine thing about 


thorn is the shells. Tho manufacturers, 
I was sold, buy secondhand shells from 
tho restaurant keepers at a small expense, 
and with a harmless nnd tasteless pnsto 
fasten tho spurious oyster In its place. 
Only one-half a shell is used for tho pur- 
pose, nnd in that shape the fraud oysters 
are packed in tiers in boxes and baskets, 
which arc displayed In windows, on coun- 
ters or on shelves. Others, to bo served 
without tho shells, nro put up In cans or 
in glass jars, containing from 85 to 100. 
The "imitation*" arc consumed in such 
largo quantities that the dealers in real 
oysters arc urging tho restaurant and ho- 
tel keepers to brcnk up their shells na fast 
ns their contents nro eaten, nnd even pny 
tho cooks nnd waiters liberally to pound 
them to pieces, so that tho makers of tho 
artificial article will have a limited supply 
of shells. "—Exchange.

Tho duties art 
laborious, back breaking, joint cracking 
und conducive to rheumatism, yet there is 
actually as keen and spirited a demand 
for places on the charwomen list by peo- 
ple in that clogs as there is for clerical 
positions by people of another class. 


It is'»n interesting sight to watch these 


scores^ of. charwomen when they report for 
duty in the afternoon, 'just before tho close 
of oiHce hours. Accommodations are pro- 
vjdwl .for them upon a long lino of wogden 
benches in tho basement ol the building. 
They gather hajf an hour before the re- 
quired time a'nd find jOpportunity thereby 
for gossip. At least,1 that .is supposed to 
bo the reason why they come before ttieir 
time. Their case is unique in this respect. 
They are tho only employees of tho. govera- 
n.cnt in Washington who aro anxious to 
get to their, offices before;tho time for gp- 


» to work. Their labors are finished in 


two or three hours.

Evidences That It Is In the Atmtwpher*. 


It* Effect Upon Individual*—The Bene- 
fits Which. It Will In tbe Near Future 
Bestow Upon mankind. 
It is a scientific fact that tbe atmosphere 


contains moDe ox ICES electricity at all 
times. Over a century ago Benjamin, 
Franklin gave a practical demonstration 
of this truth by drawing n current of elec- 
tricity from the upper atmosphere through 
a kite. Other experiments of a similar 
nature resulted in the death of several ex- 
perimenters, they ha\ing- unwisely lost 
sight of the fact that it was necessary to 
havo some protection in the shape of in- 
sulation in case of an overcharge. 


These experiments have proved beyond 


doubt that electricitj may be drawn from 
the atmosphere by simple means, all of 
which have Ixicn long understood and ore 
quite natural; jnoreover, we know that it 
is easier to obtain this current under some 
atmospheric conditions than others. Dry 
air is a nonconductor and moist air a g<x>d 
conductor of this -valuable in visible power, 
and the greatest amount of electricity is 
found whi-n the atmosphere is charged to 
its full capacity \\ itb moisture. 


Electricity is shown in the phenomena 


of thunderstorms, in tho slight electrifica- 
tion in the air during clear weather and 
in tho aurora. 


During tho auroral display it has been 


possible, owing to the abundance of elec- 
tricitj in the air, to work telegraph lines 
and transmit messages for long distances 
without the aid of a battery. Tho most 
plausible theory of the aurora is that of 
Franklin, that it it. caused by electric dis* 
charges in tho upper air, resulting from 
differing electrical conditions of the cold 
air of iho polar repions and tho warmer 
streams of air and vapor raised from thw 
Ocean by evaporation in tropical regions. 


It is generally understood that the clear 


air ubo-ve tho earth is positively electrified 
and that tho air at tho earth's surface ia 
negatively electrified and its volume meas- 
ured by it-; potential from a point ubovo 
the earth to that at tho surface, while "the 
nir between »ho upper and lower layers 
servi--. to keep tbe opposite charges separate. 


It is usually found that in cloudy or 


rainy weather the charge is of a negative 
chaiacter and with clearing weather it, 
changes to positive, any definite change in 
tho electrical conditions indicating a 
change of wc-ather conditions. 


Atmospheric conditions must necessa- 


rily piny a very essential part in thu oleo- 
tfrical potential This being so uncertain 
(ind weather conditions so changeable, it 
may never be possible to obtain a constant 
for any ghoi) clc\ation, but it is possible 
to so go\cm tho current drawn from tho 
clouds or n clear f.Ky by pa&sing it to earth 
through lightning arresters or possibly re- 
sistance coils that, by tho time it reaches 
tho desired poliit Us potential would be so 
reduced as to allow its charge to bo utilized 
in clmi gi ng storage batteries. 


Now, 
it may bo said that under tho 


most adverse conditions tho current would 
bo found too weak to bo of value, but I 
bclio\o that even under such conditions 
there would bo sutlicient electricity gath- 
ered to continue in force that previously 
(Stored without failure or loss of power, 
provided tho capacity of storing is suffi- 
cient to meet Iho wants of an emergency 
of thlH clinincter. 


This would provide against the unstable 


atmospheric clement, and, the periods and 
conditions under which its greatest vol- 
ume exists being known, extra precaution 
and provision must bo made for storing fur 
future use. 


It is coutt ndeil by some that tho ocean 


affords tho best I.KM U ties for gathering and 
storing this valuable power. I contend 
that, uUhout;h the. ocean may bo tho bet- 
ter conductor, it \\ould bo moro difficult; 
to storo ou tho ocean than on land, for ib 
is always an easy matter to curry n cur- 
runt to moist soil and there do tho storing. 
Besides, there .u e in addition to be gathered 
tho eprth currents and 1 hat artificially gen- 
erated by tho thousands of dynamos, etc., 
which is of itself today a vast power and 
is hardly ufiliml before the power is lost. 
There is nothing to prove that a current 
when once sot iti motion cannot bo con- 
trolled and made a permanent power. 
Its 


force, if stored, may bo used o\er and o\er 
again if a proper conductor is provided

Vio inhale with every 


breath a sufficient quantity to strengthen, 
and invigoruto ti.s. 1C is ono of the most 
Important elements. There is an ebb 
and flood wa\o to our titmo.sphure which 
is similar in ite action to tho tides of 
the ocean. Itt, maximum pressure oc- 
curs at certain hour* of the day and 
night and its minimum at opposite hours. 
When tho pressure is ut its minimum the 
electrical force of our bodies is leoit, and 
at such tunes we aro greatly enervated 
and weakened, and at periods of excessive 
humidity similar effects in our physical 
condition iiiay bo observed. When tho at- 
mosphere is thoroughly saturated, it is a 
moro perfect conductor, and the current 
readily Iciues us for that offering the least 
resistance. All these forces tend to show 
and prove that there Is an electrical dis- 
charge from one substance to another, and. 
fully demonstrates tlna it needs but the 
best conductor to gat her j\nd a proper re- 
ceptacle to store the electric lluid which 
constantly surrounds us. 


Several experimenters are already em- 


ployed in devising n plan for gathering 
and storing atmospheric electricity, and I 
am confident from the progress already 
attained in this line that ib will not bo 
many years before atmospheric electricity, 
can bo properly stored and utilized, taking 
tho place of all lighting, heating and mo- 
tor power emplpyed at tho present day. 


Tho. possibftitk18 and US.LS to which this 


power may be applied are innumerable. I 
expect to eee it used in every house in as 
simple a manner as gas or water, so that 
it shall be within tho reach of the poor,03 
well as tho wealthy. 


The earth and atmosphere wore given to 


men, mice and bugs for useful purposes; 
the earth has responded to many of their 
wants, and now, as science progresses and 
wo are becoming more enlightened, tho 
possibilities of atmospheric qualities and 
quantities aro open for experiment.—K

TJi« Fropooi Haval Increaie Pleaa«s 


Thoae Intere«t,ed in Naval Matters. 


A vaster program for a naval increase 


than ha* ever before been contemplated 
on this side of the Atlantic is now un- 
der consideration by the board of con- 
struction, says a Washington dispatch 
and will, if approved by tue president 
as it is expected, be urged up:m con- 
gress at the coming session. 


The project involves the construction 


of not less than 40 warships, including 
various special types not hitherto buili 
for naval purposes. The board of rear 
admirals which has taken up the sub- 
ject under especial directions from Sec- 
retary Long is availing itself of the 
highest expert opinions in the aervioe 
in order thai its report will not be open 
to unfavorable criticism among naval 
officers, it being the expressed intention 


f the navy department to discouragi 


%ny oppbsitioft to a line of policy when 
once adopted. 


The programme will include no lees 


than six ships "of the heaviest and 
most destructive ordnance with the 
highest practical speed and greatest at 
tamable radius of actiou upon a dis 
placement of about 15,000 tons," com 
bining the most .desirable features ol 
line battleships and cruisers. At least 
'wenty gunboats are proposed, of light 
draught, with large rapid fire botteriet 
and accommodations to give comfort to 
officers and crews stationed in 
the 


tropics. 


Provision is made for an increase in 


she torpedo flotilla by ten new vessels, 
including a new type of torpedo cruis 
er on the lines of existing torpedo boat 
lestrojers, which can accompany a fleet 
of battleships across the ocean. Several 
of the other new vessels in this category 
ire to be submarine, if success attends 
he improved Holland boats now under 
contract. The programme will also in 
elude three armed colliers of a capacity 
•nabliog each of them to deliver 10,000 
tons of coal to Manila, Guam or Pago 
Pngo.
